UP 500 P. C. IN 
5 YEARS HERE

Poultry is on the march in 
Southeast Alabama counties. 
in 1957, broilers and eggs 
brought in an income of $3,- 
200,000 in the seven counties 
of Coffee, Geneva, Dale, Coy- 
ington, Crenshaw, Pike, and 
Houston, This is nearly a 400 
per cent increase since 1952, 
when the sale of broilers and 
eggs amounted to only $837,000, 

The growth of the poultry in- 
dustry in Coffee County has 
been even more fantastic dur. 
ing the last five years, In 1952, 
poultry income in the county 
was less than $25,000, while in 
1957 it was $124,720, a 500 per- 
cent increase. It is expected to 


be considerably higher this 
year, Poultry income in this 


area is no longer just “chicken 
change.” 

Last year 1,650,Cfi0 broilers 
produced and sold in this se- 
ven county area brought in 
nearly one million dollars. 


Part - Time Farmers 


This kind of growth in poul- 
try production has come about 
becouse poultry fills a need on 
many farms in this area. It is 
particularly suited to the part 
time farmer, the man with 
small acreage, and the elderly 
or retired tarmer who may not 
be abie to operate a tarm re- 
quiring a lot of labor. 

Expansion is expected to 
continue, both in broilers and 
in eggs. But it the poultryman 
is successful nowadays, he has 
to keep in mind several basic 
points, regardless of whether 
ac is an experienced producer 
or only a beginner, 


First, he must have volume. 
Fivsiy Margins are narrow, so 
he will need more production 
units per farm. Research has 
indicated that 1,000 layers or 
10,000 broilers snouid consti- 
tuce the minimum part time 
unit. Full time units may have 
as many as 2,500 to 3,000 lay- 
ers or 20,000 to 49,000 broilers. 

Second, he must get in to 
Stay. The poultryman who 
“plays the market” is establish- 
ing his poultry operation is al- 
most sure to run into difficul- 
ties. This particularly true un- 
less he thoroughly understands 
production and price cycles. 
Third, he must have adequate 
housing and equipment. A good 
production unit is the basis for 
any good poultry production 
program. There are many fine 
poultry houses in Alabama, but 
through defect in either de- 
sign.or quality of materials, 
many others are not built to 
enable the grower to do an ac- 
ceptable management job. 

Fourth he must apply good 


_ Management. Management is 


really bringing the chick, the 
feed, the house, and the equip- 
ment together in a situation 
to make the most efficient pos- 
sible production. 

Fifth, he must turn out a 
high quality product. Our broi- 
lers are known throughout the 
country for their quality, but 
it’s entirely possible that with 
inspection, and ultimately with 
grading, we will find consider- 
able improvements to make in 
the quality of the birds we pro- 
duce, 

Let me suggest that growers 
Grop by and see their county 
agents to discuss these and 
other details of good poultry 
enterprise.

Specialist In Farm Buildings 
Farm buildings play a very 
important part in Alabama's 
agriculture. For many years, 
they were considered real es- 
tate improvements, but now 
they are thought of as neces~ 
Sary equipment for successful 
farming, 


The present estimated value 
of farm buildings in Alabama 


is over 300 million dollars, 
From the county agents’ an- 
nual reports, it is estimated 
that about $7.5 million are 
spent cachycar for the con- 
struction or maintenance of 
farm service buildings, This 


$7 and one-half million indus- 
try adds considerably to the e- 
conomy of the state. 


The rolefarm buildings play 
on the individual farm is de- 
termined by the type of farm- 
ing or farm enterprise. Usually 
the types of farming requiring 
the least number of farm 
buildings are beef cattle and 
grain crops sold at harvest 
time. Those requiring more, or 
depending almost entirely on 
fram service buildifigs, are 
hog and poultry production. 


In the production of hogs 
and dairying, farm buildings a- 
gain play a very important role 
as a farm production tool. The 
use of farrowing jackets and 
farrowing ,pens, along with 
some kind of brooding, can 
help to save a large number of 
pigs whichwould otherwise be 
lost, thus making the sow a 
more efficient producer. 


The poultry industry is 
where farm buildings really 
reach their peak and are an 
absolutely necessity. Without 
adequate poultry houses, poul- 
try production in Alabama 
could not be what it is today. 


There are many other ways 
in which farm service buildings 
are used on every farm every. 
day. They are used for storing 
fertilizer, seed, feed, farm ma- 
chinery, and harvested crops. 


Many of our farm service 
buildings are now getting into 
a bad state of repair and will 
need either repair or replacing 
sometime in the near future. 
As these buildings are repair- 
ed and replaced, thought should 
be given to rearrangine thie 
buildings on the farmstead to 
more efficiently fit into the 
farming system. 


The farm home is also one 
of the farm buildings. It is not 
usually classified as a farm 
service building and some au- 
thorities contend that the farin 
home is not productive and a 
liability to the farmstead. 
When the farmer has a good 
home and a high standard of 
living, he is inclined to put 
forth greatcr effort to increase 
his productive capability, to 
produce more profitably, and 
to further increase his stand- 
ard of living.

The proposed levy would in

“We find the problems very 
pressing,” said the Finance 
Committee report. 

“Our school system is pre. 


sently suffering under a threat 
Of non-accreditation by the 
State Department of Education 
due largely to faults in cirri- 
culm, facilities, Submarginal 
libraries and science programs,’ 
Called “Horrible” 

The Building Committee call- 
ed building tacilities “nothing: 
less than horrible.” Tne while 
high school is inaa quate and 
to some extent dangerous for 
occupancy, daeverioratine it a 
fast rate and should be repair- 
ed immediately. Sanitary tagi- 
lities should be doubled. Libr- 
ary is thoroughly inadequate 
and the science program is 
nothing less than reflection 
upon the efforis of educated 
people. 

Hazzard To City 

The report continues that 
“the Elba Colored Schoo] is be- 
yond all repair and should be 
completely replaced together 
with an adequate Sanitation 
System. At the present time the 
children who attend this 
school are using open toilets 
which could very easily become 
disease ridden and a hazzard 
to the health and progress of 
our city. 

“The Elba Grammar School 
is overcrowded, but plant facil- 
ities are in fairly good shape.” 

The Curriculm Committee 
notes the importance of ade- 
quate courses of Study “so that 
our students cay compete fair- 
ly and equally with students 
throughout the United States, 
to give them an opportunity 
to enter the college of their 
choice.” 

A high point of the report 
was its declaration that “we 
want to assure the people of 
this community that we have 
found no evidence what sO ever 
of an extravagance or waste in 
our schoo] system. On the other 
hand, we find that our schoo] 
administrators are using the 
funds available to gain all ben- 
efits possible.”
